Opinions of en^maem vary as to the 


length of time nnd expenditure of money 
before the Panama canal will be complet- 
ed, if it ever gets started, but a genera' 
estimate is that it will take ten years and 
cost about $150,000,000. 
Our engineer* 


recommend that the waterway, which will 
be furty-ieven miles in length, should 
have a d»pth of 35 feet, with a width at 
this bottom of 150 feet, and one look at 
the Pacific end. The old Panama Com- 
pany have constructed over two-Bflha, or 
nearly 25 miles of the work, a portion of 
which will have to be reconstructed, owing 
to the difference between their plans and 
those drawn by the American engineers. 
One of the greatest drawbacks to the 
Isthmus of Panama is the climate, which 
is notorious fur its deadly effects an the 
white man. Tlio American engineers who 
constructed th« Panamt railroad, many 
years ago, had in the end to import 
Chinese coolies, who wtre the only human 
beings to withstand the ravages of the 
Ohagrea fever. 
It is stated on authority 


that the forty-eight miles of railroad cost 
ten lives for every sleeper laid on the 
track, and when it Is considered that they 
are only four feet anart, some idea may 
be gained of the fearful loss of life the 
construction of this railway entailed.

ready thousands of persona have perished 
since the commencement of tha canal 
undertaking, 
and doubtless thousands 


more will fall victims before the waterway 
is completed 
In addition to the Cbagrei 


fever, which is a particular virulent form 
of malaria, the inhabitants suffer from 
yellow lever, smallpox, typhoid, and dys- 
entery! Doctors state that the planting 
of a number of cuoplyptns tres>8 all along 
the course of- the canal would do a great 
deal towards impro<ing the climate, but it 
will 
be some years before Panama be- 


comes • health resort. In the dry season, 
which onlv lasts (our months in the your, 
the Columbians and Indians generally get 
up a revolution, and set tire to Oulon and 
Panama. 
Failing this there are frequent 


earthquakes, vliich aro sometimes very 
severe, notauly those of September 1882. 
The Panama canal when completed, will 
save bolween 3000 and 4000 miles to 
vessels proceeding fro-n the east coast of 
America to the Orient and Australia. 
The countries cm the west const of South 
America will bonetlt the moat, and it will 
doubtless open up Peru and Ecuador, 
which have boundless mineral wealth hid- 
den in their mountain regions. 
Peru is 


very tortile, and has a uplendid soil for 
the cultivation of sugar, indjgo, coffee, 
and 
other products.

canal 
will 


cheapen freight rates between the Atlantic 
and 
Pacific, and cause passenger and 


freight steamship lines to be established 
between New York, New Orleans, Boston,

ed that the canal in a few years after its 
completion will pay a dividend of 6 per 
cent, to the United States 
Treasury.

Several copies of the Bradford County 


system of nominating candidates have 
been received in Doylestown and Repub- 
licans interested in the proposed change 
in the party rules have read them with 
interest. 
They 
seem to 
contain the 


features of several systems now in use. 
They provide for a 'direct vote to be made 
at tbe primaries in the various election 
districts and for the election of delegates 
to a county convention who will vote as 
instructed at the primaries. 
In brief, the 


method is this: The voters assemble up- 
on call at the accustomed voting places 
where Judges and Inspectors are elected. 
They are provided with tickets containing 
tbe names of all candidates which must 
have been filed with the Oounty Chairman 
30 days bufore the primary election, each 
candidate paying $5 to defray the ex- 
penses of printing the tickets and election 
banks. 
They vote for candidates and 


delegates. 
At the close of the polls tbe 


result is publicly announced and the elec- 
tion certificates given into the custody of 
the delegates who transfer them to the 
Oounty Chairman. The latter prepares a 
tabulated statement showing the vote of 
each district and upon assembling in con- 
vention the delegates must vote as in- 
structed by the returns, the oandidaie re- 
ceiving the largest number of votes at the 
primary election to be the first choice of 
such election. 
If any has a majority he is 


declared nominated without a vote on tbe 
part of the delegates in convention. The 
delegate representation is based on the 
vote at the last preceding Presidential 
election, the districts to have one delegate 
for each 50 voters or majority fraction 
thereof and one delegate in districts hav- 
ing less than 50 voters. Tickets with 
squares opposito the names of candidates 
are printed in which the voter signifies 
his choice of candidates by marking a 
cross. In balloting for Candidates in the 
county convention the candidates having 
the least number of votes shall be dropped 
after each succeeding ballot nntil the 
nomination is made. As many Repub- 
licans like certain features rf each method 
now In vogue they may find what they are 
seeking in the Bradford county plan.

Be that as it may, this is what Braddock 
folks say: 


It seems that while Schwab was still In 


a very minor position in the mill, his |fel- 
low workers, knowing his ability as a sing- 
er, asked him to sing at a certain social 
gathering of the mill employees. Schwab 
consented, and, at the appointed hour, 
appeared clad in Highland costume, and 
sang a typical Scottish song. 


He was just in tbe midst of it, and the 


audience was giving him close attention 
when the door leading into the room 
opened and who should tbe unexpected 
newcomer be but Andrew Carnegie him- 
self. 
It is said that Mr. Carnegie enjoyed 


both the song and the singer's evident 
confusion and it is further said that the 
ironmaster, who had already heard some- 
thing of Schwab was led to inquire furth- 
er about his abilities with the result that 
he obtained wider and wider opportuni- 
ties.

Surf bathing is one of the attractions 


now, and though the water is not as warm 
as at the Jersey resorts in mid-summer, I 
find a fifteen minute bath most eihilirat- 
iog. The several snore resorts here are on 
a peninsula about half a mile wide and 
separated from tbe main land by the Hah- 
far river, which Is three-fourths of a mile 
wide and but from three to fonr feet deep, 
salt ofcoune. It is spanned by numerous 
bridges and by these yi-u reach Daytona 
70 miles south of St. Augustine, 
the 


principal bumness street of winch runs for 
two miles along the river front. 
From 


this stjeet others run at right angles, all 
of them wide and shaded by live oaks, 
which are just now taking on their fresh 
growth of leaves. 
With only as exception 


here and there, they are laden with moss, 
which bangs in long festoons. The effect 
is picturesque in the extreme. Ridge- 
wood avenue, the mam residential street, 
has seats placed 
at intervals for the 


tourist under the trees where he may rest, 
—watch the numeroni squirrels, "listen 
to the mocking bird'> and inhale the per- 
fume of the orange blossoms that are 
plentiful in many of the gardens. 


The houses range from 
the modest 


white New England cottages to pnlaiial 
ones with extensive grounds 
in which 


palmettos, palms in variety, orange trees 
and immense century plants abound. 


The roadwayss are made of what they 


call marl, a product dug from nearby and 
which after being rolled, becomes cement- 
ed into a smooth solid surface. I should 
say that three people 
use the bicycle 


where one walks, and if there is a bicylers 
parade anywhere this ia certainly it. 


While the permanent population is only 


2000, every up to date convenience is here 
—as electric lights, 
good 
roads, 
ice 


plants, water from 300 deep wells, the 
best of banking and safe deposit facilities, 
etc. 
Indeed it is a model town and might 


well put some of our northern ones to 
shame. 


Our original intention had been to visit 


Palm Beach, but ihe universal verdict of 
those coming from there is that, aside 
from the magnificent hotel's, with the 
ultra fashionable crowd, and a somewhat 
more 
tropical 
vegetation „ (including 


cocoanut groves) with mercury in tne 80s 
instead of the 70s, this particular locality 
is infinitely preferable, both for health 
and pleasure. 


A trip to Tomoka river was a delightful 


experience. This was made in company 
with BO others on a steam lannch. The 
river varies In width from 50 to 150 feet 
in width and is so lined with dense tropi- 
cal growth, ranging from smaller palms, 
bayonet plant, etc., to palmettos 50 feet 
in height, many of the trunns covered 
with vines, (and right here letjne say that 
when people want porch posts or piling for 
wharves, or to put under houses, they 
merely cut down a palmetto tree, any 
diameter from five to sixteen inches and 
any desired length, no shaving off, no 
turning lathe being necessary.) 
We went 


twenty miles on this narrow stream, occa- 
sionally using a pole in turning short 
curves finally stopping for lunch,which we 
carried with us, atji pavilion- built in the 
dense cyprecs and live onk forest.

Alligators move rapidly under water, 


are bard to see, harder to hit, and tbe 
harpoon will penetrate only the least 
accessible portions of the body. Nor 
docs the title to the hide necessarily 
pass with making fast the weapon. 


One afternoon in the Cheesehowlte- 


kee river I harpooned a large alligator 
which towed me up and down the 
stream for an hour or two and theu 
sulked In Its deepest part. I pulled on 
the line until the boat was directly 
over him and stirred him up with the 
harpoon pole. He rolled himself up on 
the line In the manffer peculiar to 
sharks and alligators ancMwnged the 
boat suggestively. We rowed to the 
bank and, making fast to some bushes, 
hauled on the line until we succeeded 
in worrying him nearly to the boat, 
when he rose to the surface and at- 
tacked us with open mouth. We re- 
pelled the attack with harpoon pole 
and rifle. The former was promptly 
bitten in three pieces, but the latter ap- 
parently finished him. It was so nearly 
dark that we decided to carry him In 
he skirt a mile down the river to where 
our sloop was anchored. We broke the 
seats out of the boat and together man- 
aged to lift the bead of the alligator 
aboard and tie it. We then tied the 
other end, when the reptile came to 
life and lauded a blow with his tail 
which lifted me out of tbe skiff Into 
the saw grass, with the breath knocked 
out of my body and my hand and face 
badlj cut by the grass.

A scramble for the 
shore followed, which we reached with- 
out capsizing and where we left our 
victim for the uight after again killing

Nobody could ask Bonaparte 
to write a legible hand, so his generals 
lived a life of conjecture as to his 
meaning, and Waterloo-was not a suc- 
cess, and the emperor never knew why. 
Of nil his seven or eight theories of his 
failure at Waterloo, his handwriting 
was not one. Yet If this explanation 
had occurred to him Napoleon wouM 
certainly have blamed his 'pens, ink 
and paper Those of Nelson at Copen- 
hagen were very bad. "If your guns 
are no better than your pens," said a 
Danish officer who canie in under 
flag of truce before the fight and was 
asked to put a message into writing
